and Ireland. Britons must not forget

wan van Allen laid the blame for thn 
uprising'in Ireland, which he charac- 
terized as a "crime/* at the door of 
Americans, in his serniun last night 
at the Church of the Advent on "The 
Fight for Freedom In Ireland and Else- 
where."
